Search Ruling 


Washington, May 8. 

In a sharp five-to-fonr split, 
the United States Supreme 
Court ruled this week that offi- 
cers searching on arreated 
man’s home for instruments of 
crime may seize ovidence to 
convict him on an entirely dlf- 
“ferent crime if they happen to 
find it, 

The court held that the 
search was justified as on In- 
eldent to the man‘a arrcat. 

The decision anid that the 
evidence actually found show- 
ed a crime being committed in 
the.prenenco of the officers, It 
was immaterial, the court*held, 
that thiv evidence wos un- 
related. to the arrest. -

| RENTS MEASURE 
AMENDMENTS. 


|'Two_ important amendments to the Landlord & 
Tenant Ordinance, 1947, are contained in the 
report of the Standing Law Coanmittee in- 
structed to examine the Bill after its second 
reading. The Report was laid on the table by 
the Attorney-General at yesterday's meeting 
of the Legislative Council. . 
Both.these amendments concern the application of 
the Ordinance. To claim exemption under 
Clause 3 (1) (c), the premises must now have 
been “continuously untenanted” since Aupust 
16th, 1945, and the expense incurred by the 
landlord in rendering them inhabitable must 
now amount to not less than the equivalent of 
the standard rent of the premises for ‘seven 
years ‘—not one year, as originally proposed.

The 
Committee considered this 
period too short, and.the words 
“six montha” are now replaced 
by “twelve months.” 

Clause 36 Jaid down that the 
Ordinance , should continue. in 
force up to December Silat, 
1947. This has now been amend- 
ed to “December Stat, 1948," as 
it is considered that there Is 
little likelihood that necessity 
for control can disappenr be- 
fore the end of thid year,

posed to publish a reprint of 
the Biily.

China's famous .com- 
posite - picture expert, 
JChin San-Long, is’ to 
show more than -100 of 
his photographic works 
in Hong Kong for the 
first time at a public ex- 
hibition in St. John’s 
Cathedral Hall, opening 
‘tomorrow. % 

Mr, Chin, who arrived from 
Shanghal a few daya ago, ‘has 
exhibited in about .700 salons 
jn various parts of the world, 
including the Royal Photo- 
graphic Society in London, 
‘There are altogether, only five 
Chincac exhibitors who .send 
their work overseas. “His pic- 
torial exhibltipn in Hong Kong 
will consist mostly of land- 
scapes, portraita, still-lifes and 
nudes, 

Mr. Chin’s work, which deals 
with photographic combinations 
produced from more than one 
negative,-ia practically unknown 
in China although it ia popular 
both in England and America. 

These pictures probably owe 
thelr origin to “Photomontage,” 
which {a a method of producing 
a trick picture, depending most- 
ly on aclsscra and paste, by put- 
ting odds and ends from differ- 
ent photographs into one and 
the same picture, The result has 
been need a great deal for ad- 
vertising purposes but as in this 
case it is more the atory than 
the picture itself that js cssen- 
tinl, the joining parts are not 
uaually concealed, But the mak- 
iny of composite pictures is an 
acomplished art. By printing 
only certain parta from two 
or more negatives defects can 
be removed,.In an _ interview 
yesterday with, Mr. Chin, .he 
told me: ; 

“Chinese artists of the tradi- 
tional schools are often accused 
of painting ‘from imagination. 
Nothing could be further from 
the truth. Thoy do not paint 
from imagination but from 
-niemory,. -What. differentiates 
them from the Western artists 
ig that: they palnt what they 
| have aven instead of what they 
are seeing. Art is said to Im- 
piove nature, and a corrected 
and retouched view of nature in 
expressed in the artist’s own 
; werk, The ,same ia now being 
done in composite pictures,” 

Mr. Chin. added that the 

difficulty, in photography, of 
predycing a beautiful scene wag 
two-fold. It depended on what 
the lens could take in and was 
Iimited by the disadvantages of 
machinery. : 
» “Unlike human hands," he 
said “photography cannot al- 
ways make desirable selections 
umong the objects of nature be- 
canse the view might be in an 
impossible Iyht or at an un- 
sultable angle. The distance is 
often obscured while the fore- 
graund stands too nenr_ the 
camera, and the , foreground 
may be unsupported if the 
distant objects happen to be too 
for away, . 

“With composite pictures, 
photographers can now do the 
same as artists, and may now 
lave their choice in natural 
objects.”
